New V.;; k, .Tune 15 — Five hun- 
Jred persons, mostly children, per- 
sbed to-day by the burning of the 
excursion steamer General Slocum 
near Hell Gate in the East river. 

The Slocum with the annual Sun- 
day-School excursion of St. Mark's 
German Lutheran church of this 
board was proceeding up 
er to one of the many resorts 
ot Long Island Sound. When near 
125th street persons on shore saw 
smok - and tiames spring from tbe 
upper part of the crowded steamer, 
A j anic ensued on the boat al 
mu^t instantly. The crowds on the 
forward deck began to spring 
board or to crowd to tbe after part 
of the boat. The screams of the 
terrified passengers could be beard 
o3 shore and hundreds of small 
boats immediately put off to the 
rescue. Owinc to tbe rocks on 
either side of the channel at this 
point it had been impossible to 
beach tbe vessel. 

Tbe captain stuck to his post at 
the wheel and beaded the vessel 
straight up the river for North 
Brother Island, where she was put 
agroum! in tbe shallow water. 
Seicrai liundred feet of open water 
stii: lay between the burning 
feteuiiier and the shore and many 
per sun- perished either in the 
w .Iter 1 -1(1 the burning vessel after 
she bad been beached. 

It was estimated tbat the steam- 
|er carried more than 2,000 persons. 
I She was the largest excursion 
steamer in these ivaters and could 
carry 4,000 people.

The road commissioner 
ol the county is so appointed and 
hedged in by the orders of the Fis- 
cal court as to shield tiat froos an 
isdictroeol^ he not occupying the 
place of road supervisee^ f he oMce 
created by the statuteaof l)be8«iie, 
but is in fact holding a plM» »Bd 
drawing a salary of 9iM9- a year, 
onautburiaed by the statutes,, and 
by reason of this new and unau- 
thorized position and salary he, as 
wc are advised, cannot by this 
grand jury be held liable lor his 
failure to Steep up the public roads 
for which the people have paidtoeir 
money, but is amenable only to 
the Fiscal court for hi» acts.

But as his doses increased in fre- 
quency and size their effect be- 
came pleasant. There was no long- 
er pain or excitement; on the con- 
tritry, there was a raTeouo* appe- 
tite and a mood of Joyout activity 
wherein the youth conld do three 
men's work. 

'This chap, by the time he got to 
be 30. was taking four grains of 
ai-senic a day. He looked at 30, 

ith his clear pink and white 
color, no more than 23. He wa; 
robust as a blacksmith. But he 
•aid he would die at 45 or so, that 
being the age at which all the 
Styrian arsenic eaters die." 

The drug is a preservatiTe, and 
in Styria, wben gravei are opened, 
bodies art foand to be as fresh six 
or seTen jears aftar interment as 
on the day they were lowered into 
the earth.
